Tools  and  Activities  for  the  Development  of  Visual  Skills 
(TADPOLE)  is  a  set  of  standardized  tools  that  helps 
practitioners  perform  functional  vision  evaluations  or  visual 
skills  development  activities.  It  is  similar  to  APH's  Tools  for 
Assessment  and  Development  of  Visual  Skills  (ToAD)  kit, 
but  is  geared  for  younger  learners.  TADPOLE  is  a  natural 
precursor  to  APH's  ToAD  Program.

Independent  Living  Skills 

This  area,  often  referred  to  as  daily  living  skills,  consists  of  all  the  tasks  and  functions  people  perform, 
according  to  their  abilities,  in  order  to  live  as  independently  as  possible.  These  curricular  needs 
are  varied  and  include  skills  in  personal  hygiene,  food  preparation,  money  management,  time 
monitoring,  and  organization. 

Social  Interaction  Skills 


Blind  and  visually  impaired  individuals  learn  social  interaction  skills  through  careful,  conscious,  and 
sequential  teaching.  Instruction  in  these  skills  is  such  a  fundamental  need  that  it  can  often  mean  the 
difference  between  social  isolation  and  a  satisfying  and  fulfilling  life  as  an  adult.

The  federal  Act  to  Promote  the  Education  of  the  Blind  provides  funds 
for  accessible  educational  materials  for  eligible  students  who  meet 
the  definition  of  blindness.  An  annual  registration  of  eligible  students 
determines  a  per  capita  amount  of  money  specifically  designated 
for  the  purchase  of  educational  materials  produced  by  the  American 
Printing  House  for  the  Blind  (APH).  These  funds  are  credited  to  Federal 
Quota  accounts  maintained  and  administered  by  APH  and  its  Ex  Officio 
Trustees  throughout  the  United  States  and  Outlying  Areas. 

Who  Is  Eligible? 

While  there  is  no  chronological  age  limit  for  eligibility,  for  students  to 
be  eligible  to  participate  in  the  Federal  Quota  Program,  they  MUST 
meet  the  following  requirements: 

•  Meet  the  definition  of  blindness  -  a  central  visual  acuity 
of  20/200  or  less  in  the  better  eye  with  best  correction;  or  a 
peripheral  field  of  vision  no  greater  than  20  degrees;  or  function 
at  the  definition  of  blindness,  when  visual  performance  is 
reduced  by  a  brain  injury  or  dysfunction,  and  visual  performance 
meets  the  definition  of  blindness  as  determined  by  an  eye  care 
specialist  or  neurologist. 

•  Be  enrolled  in  a  formally  organized  public  or  private,  nonprofit 
educational  program  of  less  than  college  level. 

•  Infants,  preschool,  and  school-aged  students  must  be  enrolled  with 
the  registering  school  or  agency  on  the  first  Monday  in  January. 

•  Adult  students  must  be  registered  for  at  least  twelve  weeks  of 
documented  instruction  during  the  preceding  calendar  year 
(twelve  weeks  do  not  have  to  be  consecutive).  Social  and  leisure 
programs  do  not  qualify  as  instruction,  however,  student  practice 
to  develop  skills  can  be  included  in  instructional  hours. 

Who  Are  the  Ex  Officio  Trustees? 

For  each  residential  school  for  the  blind,  state  department  of  education, 
or  agency  for  the  blind  that  participates  in  the  Federal  Quota  Program, 
an  Ex  Officio  Trustee  of  the  American  Printing  House  for  the  Blind 
must  be  designated.  Each  Ex  Officio  Trustee  is  entrusted  with  the 
administration  of  the  Federal  Quota  Program  within  his  or  her  system.
